Washington, Dec. 3.—Opinions were 
rendered in the United States supreme 
court during the day Iii the last of the 
insular test cases. 
One of them was 
that known as the “ Fourteen Diamond 
Rings” case, involving 
the relation­ 
ship, of the United States to the Phil­ 
ippine islands from a tariff point of 
view. and the other, that known as 
"Dooley Case No. 2.” involving the 
constitutionality of the collection of 
duty on goods chipped from the Unit 
ed States to Porto Rico. In the former 
case the court, through Justice Puller, 
held that the diamond rings brought 
in from the Philippines and over whit h 
the case arose should have been ex 
empt from duty, from the Paris treaty 
of peace, in that the treaty made the 
Philippines American territory. 
The 
decision in the Philippine 
case* fol­ 
lowed closely that of the last Porto 
Rican cast* of last term. 
In the Dooley 
case it was held that the duty collect 
ed on goods carried from New York 
to Porto Rico was permissible, but that 
it was in reality a tax for the benefit 
of the Porte Ricans themselves rather 
than an export duty as was claimed 
by the merchants who antagonized the 
government in the case. 
In both rases there wore dissenting 
opinions concurred in by four of the 
nine justices of the court. 
Justices Gray. White. Shiras 
and 
M cKenna united in

but they flied no written statement be 
yond a mere note in which they said

Washington, Dec. 3.—Opinions were 
rendered in the United States supreme 
court during the dny In the last of the 
insular test cases. 
One «if them was 
that known as the "Fourteen Diamond 
Rings" case, involving 
the relation­ 
ship-of the United States to the Ph il­ 
ippine islands from a tariff point of 
view, and the other, that known to 
"Dooley Case No, 2." involving the 
constitutionality of the collection of 
duty on goods «hipped from the Unit­ 
ed Su tes to Porto Rico, in the former 
case the court, through Justice Fuller, 
held that the diamond rings brought 
in from the Philippines and over which 
the caae arose should have been ag­ 
ent pt from duty, from the Paris treaty 
of pence. In that the treaty made the 
Philippines American territory. 
The 


decision in the Philippine 
caae fol­ 
lowed closely that of the last Porto 
Klcan caae of laat term. In the Dooley 
caae it was held that the duty roHect 
ed on goods carried from New York 
to Porto it lea was permissible, but that 
it was In reality a tax for the benefit 
of the Porto Ricans themselves rather 
than an export duty as was claimed 
by the merchants who antagonised the 
government in the case. 
In both caaes there were dissenting 
opinions concurred In by four of the 
nine justices of the court. 
Justices Gray. W hite, Hhlras 
snd 
McKenna united in 
dissenting 
the 
court’s opinion in the Philippine ease, 
but they Med no written statement be 
yond a mere note in whleb they said 
that ft. y "dissented for the reasons 
stated in their opinions in the cases of 
I)r Lima v s Rldwell, Dooley v*. The 
United States and Downes vs. Bid well 
in tb*» last term of the court," 
Thief Justice Fuller and 
Justices 
Brewer, Harlan and Perkhara united 
in a dissenting opinion in the Dooley 
case. 
The opinion was read by the 
chief justice and was based, largely 
on the constitutional provisions con 
renting the regulations of commerce. 
It Is generally believed that the find 
ing in the Philippine case w ill lead to 
early efforts to secure legislation tor 
the regulation of our commercial rela­ 
tion* with those islands. As the Porto 
Rim n opinion sustains the constittt 
tionaUty of the Foraker act no sum 
necessity will rise with respect to the 
Porto Rico.

corporations exist only because they ar* 
creaU-d and safeguarded by our institu­ 
tions. and it is therefor* our right and 
our duly to see th a t they work In harm o­ 
ny with th. ae institutions 
1‘a h l l e f t r S ee d e d . 
T he first eioomtial In ftatermfning how to 
d'-al with the great industrial com bina­ 
tions is knowledge of the facts -publicity, 
In the Interest of the public the govern­ 
m ent should have th e right to Inspect and 
examine th!? workings of the great corpo­ 
rations engage!I in Interstate business. 
Publicity is lh*- only sure remedy which 
we can now invoke. 
W hat further rem e­ 
dies are needed in the way of govern­ 
m ental regulation or taxation can only be 
determtfu-d after publicity has been ob­ 
tained by process of law and In the course 
Of adm inistration. 
T he first requisite Is 
knowledge, full an d co m p le te -k n o w in g # 
which may be m ade public to the world 
Artificial bodies, such as corporation# 
and Joint str*ek or o ther associations d e ­ 
pending upon any sta tu to ry law for their 
existence or privileges, should be subject 
to proper governm ental supervision, and 
full and accurate Information as to their 
operations should be m ade public reg u lar­ 
ly at reasonable interv als 
The large corporation* commonly called 
trusts, though organised in one state, a l ­ 
ways do business in m any states, often 
doing very little bussu ess In the stat* 
where they are incorporated. 
There la 
utter lack of uniform ity in the state law s- 
about th*un. arid a s no state has any »*x- 
el turf va Int* rest in or power over Muir 
act* it has in practice proved impossible 
to get adequate regulation through sta te 
action. 
Therefor* In the Interest of the 
whole people the nation should, without 
Interfering with the power of the states 
in the matt- r ItMf-if, also assum e power of 
supervision and regulation over all corpo­ 
rations doing an in te rstate business. This 
Is especially true where the corporation 
derives a portion of Its wealth from the 
existence of some monopolistic element or 
tendency iii its business. There would lie 
no hardship In such supervision.

Indeed It Is probable th a t su p e r­ 
vision of corporations by the national gov­ 
ernm ent need riot go so far as Is now the 
r ice with th** supervision exercised over 
them by so conservative a state as M as­ 
sachusetts In order to produce excellent 
results. 
W o u ld F r a m e n F e d e r a l U s . 
When the constitution was adopted, at 
the end of the eighteenth century, no h u ­ 
m an wisdom could foretell the sweeping 
changes, alike in industrial and political 
conditions, which were to take place b> 
the beginning of the twentieth century. 
At that lime It w a s Accepted as a m atter 
Of course that tho several state# were the 
proper authorities to regulate so far as 
was then necessary the com paratively in- 
significant and strictly localized corporate 
bodies of the day. Tho conditions are now 
wholly A ffe re n t, and wholly different a c ­ 
tion i* called for

The ta oat vital problem with which th is 
country, and for that m atter the whole 
civilised world, beg to deal Is the prob 
tam which has for one side the bettermeu* 
of social conditions, moral and physical, 
In large cities and for another side the ef­ 
fort to deal with th a t tang!- of fa rre a c h ­ 
ing questions which we group to g eth er 
when we speak of "labor," 
The chief 
factor In the success of each man—w ag e­ 
worker, farm er and capitalist alike—m u st 
ever be the sum total of his own individ­ 
ual qualities and abilities. Second only to 
this comes the power of acting In Com­ 
bination or associatioa with others. Very- 
great, good has been and will be ac co m ­ 
plished by associations or unions of w ag e­ 
w orkers when m anaged with forethought 
and when they combine Insistence upon 
their own rights with law abiding respect 
for the rights of others. 
The display of 
these qualities in such bodies Is a d u ty 
to the nation no less than to the asso cia­ 
tions themnelves. 
Finally there must also 
in m any cases be action by the g o v ern ­ 
m ent In order to safeguard the rights an d 
interests of all, 
E nder our constitution 
there la much m ore scope for such action 
by the state and the municipality than by 
the nation. 
Hut on points such as those 
touched on above tbe national g o v ern ­ 
m ent can act. 
When ail Is said and done, the rule of 
brotherhood rem ains as the indispensable 
prerequisite to success in the kind of n a ­ 
tional life for which we strive. Each m a n 
m ust work for himself, and unle.es he so 
works no outside help can avail him 
B u t 
ea« h man m ust rem em ber also that he is 
Indeed his brother's keeper, and that while 
no m an who refuse# to walk ran be c a r ­ 
ried with ad v an tag e to himself or any one 
else, yet th at each at tinges st umbles or 
halts, that each a t times ne*-is to h a v e 
the helping hagd outstretahed to him. To 
be perm anently effective aid must a lw a y s 
ta k e the form of helping a man to help 
himself, and wa can all best help o u r ­ 
selves by Joining together In the w ork 
th a t is of common intrreat to ail. 
lm m lK rf lllo n . 
Our present imm igration laws are u n ­ 
satisfactory 
W e need every honest a n d 
efficient im m igrant fitted to become an 
American < itizen, every immigrant w ho 
comes here to stay, who brings here a 
strong body, a stout heart, a good h ead 
and a resolute purpose to do his duty well 
in every way and to bring up his children 
as la w abiding an d Hod fearing m em bers 
of the? com m unity. Hut there should bo a 
com prehensive law enacted with the ob­ 
ject of working a threefold im provem ent 
over our present system. First we should 
aim to exclude absolutely not only all p e r ­ 
sons who are known to he believers in a n ­ 
archistic principles or members of a n a r c h ­ 
istic societies, but also ail persons w ho 
are of a low m oral tendency or of u n s a ­ 
vory reputation. 
This means th a t 
wo 
should require a m ore thorough system of 
inspection abroad and a more rigid s y s ­ 
tem of exam ination at our im m igration 
ports, the form er being especially n ec es­ 
sary. 
• 
Tho second object of a proper Im m ig ra­ 
tion law ought to be to secure by a c a r e ­ 
ful and not merely perfunctory education­ 
al test some lnt**|ligent capacity to a p p r e ­ 
ciate American institutions and aet s a n e ­ 
ly as American citizens 
This would not 
keep out ail anarchists, for many of th em 
belong to tile intelligent criminal class, 
but it would do w hat is also in point—t h a t 
is. tend to decrease the sum of ignorance 
so potent In producing the envy, s u s p i­ 
cion, m alignant passion and Ii itred of o r­ 
der out of which anarchistic sentim ent in ­ 
evitably 
springs 
Finally 
all 
persons 
should be exi hided who are below a c e r ­ 
tain standard of economic fitness to e n te r 
our industrial field as competitors w ith 
American labor 
There should bo p ro p el 
proof of personal capacity to earn a n 
American living and enough money to in ­ 
sure a decent s ta rt under American co n d i­ 
tions 
This would stop the influx of c h e a p 
labor and the resulting competition w hich 
Kl ves rise to so much of bitterness in 
American industrial life. and it would d ry 
up the springs of the pestilent int social 
conditions to our great cities where a n ­ 
archistic organizations have their g r e a t ­ 
est possibility of grow th 
Beth the educational and economic te sts 
In a also Im m igration law should be d e­ 
signed to protect and elevate the g en eral 
body, politic and social 
A very close sn 
pervasion should be exercise*! over 
the* 
steam ship com panies which mainly bring 
over the im m igrants, and they should be 
held to a strict accounts Wilt y for a n y in ­ 
fraction of the law. 
T h e T ariff. 
There is general acquiescence In ou r 
present tariff system as a national policy. 
The first requisite to our prosperity is the 
continuity and stability of this economic 
policy. 
Nothing could be more un w ise 
than to disturb the business interest# of 
the country by any general tariff c h a n g e 
at this time. 
Doubt, apprehension, u n ­ 
certainty, are exactly what we most wish 
to avoid In the Interest of our com m ercial 
and m aterial well being. Our experience 
In the paid has show n that sweeping r e v i­ 
sions of the tariff are apt to produce c o n ­ 
ditions c ic e ly approaching panic in the 
business world. 
Yet It is not only |w»ssi- 
ble. but em inently desirable, to cornbin# 
with the stability of our economic s y s ­ 
tem a supplem entary system of reciprocal 
benefit and obligation with other nations. 
Such reciprocity la an Incident and re su lt 
of the firm establishm ent and preservation 
of our present economic policy. 
It wa* 
specially provided for In th# present tariff 
law. 
Reciprocity m ust be treated ss the h a n d - I 
maiden of protection. Our first duty ta to 
se# that the protection granted by the t a r ­ 
iff In every case where It is needed I# j 
m aintained and th a t reciprocity be so u g h t 
for so far as It can safely ls» done w ith o u t ' 
Injury to our home Industries. 
Ju st how 
far this Is m ust be determ ined according t 
to the individual case, remembering al* 
w ays th at every application of our tariff 
policy to m»*et our shifting national need* J 
m ust tie conditioned upon the c a rd in al i

The natural Un# of development for a 
policy of reciprocity will be In connection 
with those o f our productions which ho 
longer require all of the support once 
needed to establish them upon a sour J 
basis, and w ith thoro others where eithe* 
because of natural or of economic eau set 
we are beyond kb* reach of successful 
competition. 
I ask the attention of the se n ate to the 
reciprocity trea tie s laid before It by my 
predecessor. 
M e r c h a n t M arine. 
The condition of the American m erchant 
marine is such as to call for imm ediate 
remedial action by the congress 
It is dis­ 
creditable to us as a nation th a t our 
m erchant m arin e should be utterly insig­ 
nificant in com parison with th a t of other 
nations which we overtop in o th e r forms 
of business. W e should not longer submit 
to condition# under which only a trifling 
portion of o u r g rea t commerce is carried 
in our own ships 
To remedy this sta te of 
things would not merely serve to build 
up our shipping interests, but It would 
also result In benefit to all w'ho are inter­ 
ested in the perm anent establishm ent of a 
wider m arket for American products arni 
would provide an auxiliary force for the 
navy 
Ships work for Huir own countries 
Just as railroads work for their term inal 
points 
Shipping lines, if established ta 
the principal countries with which we 
have dealings, would be of political as 
w’eil aa com m ercial benefit. 
F rom every 
standpoint it is unwise for th e United 
States to continue to rely upon the ships 
of competing nations for the distribution 
of our goods. 
It should be m ade advan­ 
tageous 
to 
c a rry 
American 
goods in 
American built ships 
At present A m erican shipping Is under 
certain great disadvantages w hen put ta 
competition w ith the shipping of foreigs 
countries 
M any 
of 
the 
fast 
foreign 
steamships, a t a speed of fourteen knob* 
or above, 
a re subsidized, and 
ail our 
ships, sailing vessels and steam ers alike, 
cargo carriers of slow speed and mail 
carriers of high speed, have to meet the 
fact that the original cost of building 
American ships is greater th a n la the 
ease abroad, th a t the wages paid Ameri­ 
can officers an d seamen are very much 
higher th in those paid the officers and 
seamen of foreign competing countriee 
and that the stan d ard of living on our 
ships is far superior to the s ta n d a rd of 
living on the ships of our com m ercial ri­ 
vals 
Our governm ent should take such action 
as >Aiil rem edy these inequalities. 
The 
American m erc h an t marine should be re­ 
stored to the ocean. 
F in a n c ia l. 
The act of M arch 14. 1900, intended u n ­ 
equivocally to establish gold aa the sta n d ­ 
ard money a n d to maintain a t a parity 
therewith all form s of money medium ta 
use with us, has been shown to be timely 
and Judicious. 
T he price of ou r govern­ 
ment bonds In th e world’s m a rk e t when 
compared w ith the price of sim ilar obli­ 
gations issued by other nations is a flat­ 
tering tribute to our public credit. 
This 
condition It is evidently desirable to m ain­ 
tain. 
In m any resp cts the national banking 
law furnishes sufficient liberty for the 
proper exercise of the banking function, 
but there seem s to ie* need of better safe­ 
guards ag ain st the deranging Influence of 
commercial crises and financial panics. 
Moreover, th e currency of th e country 
should be m ad e responsive to Hie dem ands 
of our dom estic trade and commerce. 
T h e‘collections from duties on Imports 
and internal tax es continue to exceed the 
ordinary expenditures of the governmt.nl, 
thanks m ainly to the reduced arm y ex- 
penditures 
T he utmost care should ho 
taken not to reduce the revenues so that 
there will be an y possibility of a deficit, 
but after providing against an y such con­ 
tingency m eans should be adopted which 
will bring th e revenues more nearly w ith­ 
in the limit of our actual rn-cds 
In his re­ 
port to the congress the secretary of the 
treasury considers all these questions a t 
length, and I ask your attention to the re­ 
port and recommendations. 
I cis ll special attention to th e need of 
strict economy In expenditures. T he fact 
that our national needs forbid us to be 
niggardly In providing w hatever is a c tu ­ 
ally necessary to our well being should 
make tis doubly careful to husb an d our 
national resources as each of us husbands 
his private resources by scrupulous avoid­ 
ance of an y th in g like wasteful or reckless 
expenditure 
Univ by avoidance of spend­ 
ing money on w hat is needless or un ju sti­ 
fiable can we legitimately keep our in­ 
come to the point required to meet our 
needs that a re genuine.

That law w as largely an experiment. 
I Experience lias shown the wisdom of Its

enforcement of its provisions axe defw-

Those who complain of the m anage- 
j ment of the railw ays allege th a t estab­

th a t these preferences are

Artificial bodt.-*. such a* corporations 
and Joint stock or other association* de­ 
pending upon any statutory law for their 
existence or prt% Uegra. ahouid tie subject 
to proper governmental at» per vision, and 
full and accurate Information aa to their 
operation* should be made public regular­ 
ly at reasonable In te rv a l 
The large rorporatbum commonly calle»! 
trust*, though organised In one state, a l­ 
ways do boslnera. In many state*, often 
doing very tittle businea* tn the state 
where they are Incorporated. 
There I* 
utter lack of uniform ity In th* 'State law*» 
about them, and a* no stmt* ha* any ex­ 
clusive lnt« rest in or power over th»*lr

to get adequate regulation through state

Therefore In th* Interest of the 
whole people the nation ahouid. without

Under our constitution

We need every honest and 
efficient Im m igrant fitted to become an 
American cHlsen, every Im migrant who 
com»»# here to stay, who brings here a 
strong bfKly. a stout heart, a good head 
and a resolute purpose to do his duty well 
tn every way and to bring tip hts children 
as law abiding and Clod fearing members 
of the community. But there should toe a 
comprehensive tow enacted, with the ob­ 
ject of working a threefold Improvement 
over our present system.

Th* second object of a proper Immigra­ 
tion tow ought to to* to secure by a care­ 
ful and not merely perfunctory education­ 
al te*t some intelligent capacity to appre­ 
ciate American Institutions and a rt sane­ 
ly as American ritieras 
This would not 
keep out all anarchists, for many of them 
belong to the 'Intelligent criminal class, 
tout It would do w hat 1s also In point—that 


t o . trad to decrease the sum of Ignorance 
so potent In producing the envy, suspi­ 
cion. malignant passion and hatred of or­ 
der out of which anarchistic sentiment In- 
evliahly 
springs. 
Finally 
all 
person* 
should be excluded who. are below a c*tr- 
taln utamiard of economic filn»*#* to enter 
our Industrial field aa competí turn with 
American labor. There should to* prop«*| 
pr<>.»f of p»r*onal capacity to earn an 
American living and enough money to In­ 
sure a decent sta rt under American condi­ 
tion*. This would stop th* Influx of cheap 
labor and the resulting competition which 
give* rise to so much of Wt ternera In 
American Im lustrtal life, and It would dry 
up th* spring* of th* pestilential social 
condttlona ta our g rrat cl lira where an­ 
archistic organisations have their great­ 
est possibility of growth. 
Hath I.he educational and economic tenia 
In a ate* Immigration tow should b* de­ 
signed to protect end elevate the general 
body, politic and aortal 
A very close *u 
pervh»l«»n should b* exercised over thv 
steam ship companies which mainly bring 
over the Immigrant*, and they should b* 
held to a strict accountability for any In­ 
fraction of tha law. 
Th* Tariff. 
Thera la general aequtracene* In our 
present tariff system as a national policy. 
The first requisita to our prosperity la the 
continuity and «fatality of this econoatlo 
policy 
Nothing could he mor* uawls* 
than t* disturb tha business Interrats of 
the country toy any general tariff change 
at thla time. 
Doubt, apprehension, un­ 
certainty, ar* exactly what w* moat wish 
to avoid in th* tntetrat of our rom m erctst 
and m aterial well bring. Our experience 
tn th* past Im s shown th at sweeping revi­ 
sion* of th* tariff ara apt to produc* con­ 
ditions dosriy approaching panic In th* 
business world. Y*t It la not only possi­ 
ble. tout eminently dratratol*. to combine 
with th* stability of our economic sys­ 
tem a supplem entary system of roriprocal 
benefit «tad obligation with other nation*. 
Such reciprocity to aa lacktoat aad rrault 
of the firm ratabllshmont and preservation 
of our present economic policy.. 
It aras 
specially provided fmr In th* prerant tariff 
tow. 
Reciprocity must to* treated, as th* hand­ 
maiden of protection. Our first duty I» to 
ara that tha protect tew granted toy th* ta r­ 
iff In every case where .tt ta needed to. 
m aintained and that reciprocity h* sought 
for *o far as It can safety to* don* without 
Injury to our honra Industrie*. Just how 
far thto ts m ust be determined according 
to th* Individual casa, remembering a l­ 
ways that «vary appttratton of our tariff 
policy to araet our shifting national needs 
must toe conditioned upon the cardinal 
fact that the duffra «nata nev*r 'to* re­ 
duced below th# print that will cover the 
difference between the labor cost here and 
abroad

ship*, sailing vessels and steam ers alike, 
cargo carriers of slow .speed and ma.fi 
cam era of high speed, have to meet the 
fact that th# original coat of building 
.American ships la greater than la tte* 
case abroad, that the wage# paid Ameri­ 
can officers and seamen are very mucte 
higher than those paid the officers and 
eeamen of foreign com prilng countries 
and that the standard of living on our 
ships Is far superior to the standard of 
living on the ships of our commercial ri­ 
vals 
Our governm ent ahouid take auch action 
as wlit remedy these tnequalltlra 
The 
American m erchant marine should be re­ 
st or#»! to the ocean. 
F in a n c ia l. 
The act of March 14. Ite», Intended un­ 
equivocally to establish gold aa the stand­ 
ard money and to m aintain a t a partly 
therew ith all form s of money medium hi 
use with us, has been shown to be timely 
and Judicious The price of our govern­ 
m ent bonds In the world** m arket whea 
compared with the price of sim ilar obli­ 
gations Issued toy other nations la a flat­ 
tering tribute to our public credit. This 
condition It la evkiently desirable to m ain­ 
tain 
In many reap, cl* th* national banking 
tow furnishes sufficient Utterly for the 
proper ex err toe of the bunking function, 
but there seems to be need of better safe­ 
guards against th* deranging Influence of 
commercial criara and financial pan tea. 
Moreover, th* currency of th* country 
should be made responsive to the dem ands 
of our domestic trade and commerc* 
T he'collectIon* from dutira on Imports 
an«l Internal tax«*a continue to exceed the 
ordinary expenditure* of the governm ent, 
thanks mainly to the reduced arm y ex­ 
penditures 
The utmost care ahouid b* 
taken not to reduce the revenues .ao th a t 
there will b*» nny possibility of a deficit, 
but after providing agninst any such con­ 
tingency mean* should toe adopted which 
will bring the revenues more nearly w ith­ 
in the limit of our actual needs 
In his re­ 
port to the congress the secretary of the 
treasury considers all these questions a t 
length, and 1 ask your attention to the re­ 
port and recommendations.

The Improved conditions in the P hilip­ 
pines have enabled the war d epartm ent 
m aterially to reduce the i^ilttary charge 
upon our revenue and to arran g e th e 
number of soldiers so as to briner th s 
num ber m uch n earer to the m inim um 
th a n to the m axim um limit established by 
Jam. 
T here is. however, need of supple- 
erfWitary legislation. 
Thorough m ilitary 
education m u st be provided and in add!-' 
ttsn to th e reg u lars the advantages of 
education should be given to the of- 
fUMrs of th e n atio n al guard and others in 
civil life who deairs Intelligently to fit 
themselves for 
possible military 
duty. 
The officers should be given the chance 
to perfect them selves by study in tho 
higher branches of this a r t 
At W ert 
Point the education should be of the kind 
most apt to turn out men who are good in 
actual field service. Too much stress should 
not be laid on m athem atics, nor should p ro ­ 
ficiency therein be held to establish, th e 
right of entry to a corps d'elite. The tv la­ 
ical American officer of the hest kind need 
not be a good m athem atician, but he m u st 
be able to m a ste r himself, to control o th ­ 
ers and to allow boldness and fertility of 
resource In every emergency.

Worthless. 
The organization and a r m a ­ 
m ent of the national guard of the several 
states, which a re treated as militia in the.

The obligations an d

ready had experience under arms, and e s ­ 
pecially for the selection in advance of 
the officers of a n y force which m ay' be 
rafted; for careful selection of the kind 
necessary is impossible after the o u tbreak 
of war.

C uba an d P orto Rico it h as p ro v ­ 
ed Itself a g re a t constructive force, a 
moat potent im plem ent for the upbuilding 
of a peaceful civilization. 
T h e V et e r a as. 
lib other citizens deserve so well of th e 
repbbtlc as the veterans, the survivors 
of those w ho eaved the Union. T hey did 
th e one deed w hich if left undone would 
h a re m eant th a t all else in our histo ry 
w ent for nothing. 
Gut for their ste a d fa s t 
prowess in th e g rea test crisis of our h is­ 
tory all ou r a n n a ls would be m eaningless 
and our g rea t experim ent in popular free­ 
dom and self governm ent a gloomy fail­ 
ure. 
Moreover, th e y not only left \is a 
united nation, b u t they left us also as a 
heritage th e m em ory of the mighty deeds 
by which th e natio n was kept united.

The Indian should be treated 
as an individual, like the white roan 
During the change of treatm ent Inevitable 
hardships will occur. 
Every effort should 
be made to minimize these hardships, but 
we should not because of them hesitate to 
m ake the change. There should be a con­ 
tinuous reduction in the number or agen 
des. 
In dealing with th# aboriginal races few 
things are more im portant th an to pre­ 
serve them from the terrible physical and 
m oral degradation resulting from the liq­ 
uor traffic. 
We are doing ail we can to 
save our own Indian tribes from th is evil.

of postage, which produces the large loss 
thus entailed and which was fixed by the 
congress with the purpose of encouraging 
the dissemination of public Information, 
were limited to the legitimate new spapers 
and periodicals actually contemplated by 
the law, no Just exception could be taken. 
That expense would be the recognized and 
accepted cost of a liberal public policy d e ­ 
liberately adopted for a Justifiable end.

A large amount of this 
land is in Aitkin, Cass and other 
counties in the northern part of the 
state and there are 35,856.14 acres 
in Crow Wing county.

will all be placed on the tax list of 
the county now and will be open for 
settlem ent. 
This immense tract has already 
been bought from the Great North­ 
ern by F. E. Kenaston of Minne­ 
apolis and O. A. Robertson of St.

After several weeks of dickering 
the state auditor baa cloned up the 
famous Blermaon land grant deni 
and he has deeded 272JXX) aerea of 
state land to the Great Northern 
Rail way Co. 
A large amount of this 
land is in Aitkin, Caas and other 
counties in the northern part of the 
state and there are 36,866. N acres 
In Crow Wing county. This land 
will all be placed on the tax list of 
the county now sod will be open for 
settlement. 
This immense tract has already 
been bought from the Great North 
ern by F. K. Kenaston of Minne 
spolis and O. A. Robertson of St 
Paul. It la a spot cash transaction 
and the purchase price is ooosider 
ably over half a million dollars. It 
la the largest cash purchase of 1 
ever made in the northwest This 
land has been tied up In litigation 
for seven years, claimed by no one. 
It is now thrown open for settlement 
Mesare. Kenaston and Robertson are 
president and general manager of 
the Minnesota Land and Colonisa­ 
tion company, which will put the 
various tracts on the market i 
mediately. 
The Biermann land grant has been 
a nightmare to state officials and a 
1 fruitful source of trouble. 
Í 
The Great Northern railway 
i entitled to ten sections of land for 
each mile of ruad built under the act 
of 1866. 
In IHW all the selections 
had been made except for the St. 
Cloud and Hinckley branch. The 
company was entitled to 426,664 
acres, snd had already taken about 
16ft, (RIO. 
Adolph Biermann, then state audi­ 
tor, denied the right of the company 
to make its own selection of lands, 
snd arbitrarily picked out 271,666.94 
acres, supposing that filled the grast. 
The company refused to accept the 


When K. C. Dunn came into of­ 
fice a few months later he upheld hie 
predecessor. 
He found, however, 
that considerable land had been deed­ 
ed twice, and that the company 
entitled to eome 16,000 
This he deeded to them, and contend­ 
ed that the giant had been filled.

lieve, a t least as efficient as those of any 
other arm y in the en tire world. I t Is our 
d u ty to see th a t their train in g is of a hind 
to insure the highest possible expression 
of pow er to these units w hen actin g In 
com bination. 
T he conditions of m odern w ar are such 
as to m ake an infinitely heavier dem and 
th a n ever before upon the individual c h a r­ 
ac te r and capacity of the officer and th e 
enlisted m an and to m ake It fa r m ore d if­ 
ficult fo r men to ac t to g eth er w ith effect. 
A t p resent th# fighting m ust be don# In 
extended order, w hich m eans th a t each 
m an m ust act for him self and a t the sam e 
lim e ac t In com bination w ith other* xXith 
whom he Is no longer In th e old fashioned 
elbow to elbow touch. 
U nder such condi­ 
tions a few m en of the highest excellence 
are w orth more th an m any men w ithout 
the special skill w hich is only found as 
the resu lt of special train in g applied to 
m en of exceptional physique and m orale, 
but now adays th# m ost valu&bl# fighting 
m an and the m ost difficult to perfect Is 
the riflem an who Is also a skillful and 
daring rider. 
T he proportion of o ur ca v alry regim ents 
h a s w isely been increased. T he A m erican 
cavalrym an, 
train ed to m aneuver and 
fight w ith equal facility on foot and on 
horseback, Is th# beet ty p e of soldier for 
general purpose# now to be found In the 
world. T he ideal cavalrym an of the p res­ 
en t day Is a m an who can fight on foot 
as effectively a s the b est in fan try m a n and 
who I# In addition un su rp assed In th e 
care and m anagem ent of his hors# a n d In 
his ability to fight on horseback. 
W oald C re a te rn. G e n e ra l Staff. 
A general staff should be created. 
As 
for tho present staff and supply d e p a rt­ 
m ents, they should be filled by details 
from the line, the m en so detailed re tu rn ­ 
ing a fte r aw hile to th e ir line duties. I t is 
very undesirable to have th e senior grades 
of the arm y com posed of m en who have 
com e to till the positions by the m ere fact 
of seniority. A system should be adopted 
by w hich there shall be an elim ination 
grade by grade of those who seem unfit 
to render the best service in the next 
grade. 
Justice to th e veteran s of th e 
civil w ar who are still in the arm y would 
seem to require th a t in th e m a tte r of re­ 
tirem ents they be given by law th e sam e 
privileges accorded to th eir com rades in 
th e navy. 
The process of elim ination of th# least 
fit should be conducted in a m anner th a t 
would render it practically im possible to 
apply political or social pressure on be­ 
h alf of any candidate, so th a t each m an 
m ay be judged purely on his own m erits. 
P ressu re for the prom otion of civil offi­ 
cial# for political reasons is bad enough, 
but it is tenfold w orse w here applied on 
behalf of officers of the arm y or navy. 
E very prom otion and every detail under 
th e w ar departm etit m u st be m ade solely 
w ith regard to the good of th e service 
and to the capacity and m erit of th# roan 
him self. 
No pressure, political, social or 
personal, of any kind will b# perm itted 
to exercise the least effect In an y q u es­ 
tion of prom otion or detail, and lf there 
Is reason to believe th a t such pressure is 
exercised a t th e instigation of the officer 
concerned
